Siegfried Line’ 
To Guard Rome

German engineers are rushing 
to completion an Italian “Sieg- 
fried line’ several miles deep and 
as powerful as similar Nazi for- 
tifications in western Europe, Ger- 
man prisoners reported yesterday 
as headquarters disclosed that 
Lieutenant General Sir Oliver 
Leese, a tank expert, had taken 


over command of the _ British 
Eighth Army in its drive up Italy’s 
Adriatic coast. 

Intent on keeping the Allies 
from Rome as long as possible, the 
Nazis were said to be installing 
their formidable new defense sys- 
tem only a few miles from the 
present battle line, with its strong- 
est features located in the neigh- 
borhood of Cassino opposite the 
Fifth Army and inland from Pes- 
cara, Adriatic seaport which Ca- 
nadian forces are nearing. 

TITO RETAKES ISLE 

Meanwhile, the Partisan Army 
of Marshal Josip Broz (Tito) as- 
serted it had recaptured the 35- 
mile long island of Pag in the 
northeastern Adriatic and scored 
fresh successes elsewhere on the 
irregular Yugoslav battlefronts. 

The Partisan communique coun- 
tered reports issued from King 
Peter’s headquarters that Tito’s 
armies of liberation were badly 
mauled and on the verge of dis- 
aster.

The capture gave the Russians 
use of the lateral railway from 
Zhitomir to Kazatin in the south, 
where an important Russian force 
was pounding toward Rumania in 
hopes of cutting off the Germans 
remaining in the entire Dnieper 
bend area, 

It was clear from the scope of 
the Russian Ukraine operations 
that the great battle to drive the 
500,000 to 750,000 Germans from 
the Dnieper bend had begun. 

The German high command 
communique issued from Hitler’s 
headquarters at the front made the 
grim and sober announcement of 
the crumbling of Berdichev. Tell- 
ing of strong Soviet tank attacks 
throughout this area, the Nazi bul- 
letin said:

CHICAGO, Jan. 5.—(#)—The 
Secretaries of War and Navy to- 
day asked state governments to 
include in any serviceman voting 
legislation a provision for mailing 
ballots to voters outside the United 
States at least 45 days before an 
election. 

The recommendation by Secre- 
taries Stimson and Knox was sent 
to Frank Bane, executive director, 
Council of State Governments. 
The secretaries outlined the ex- 
tent of Army-Navy co-operation 
they considered possible in any 
plan permitting service men to 
vote, 

Knox and Stimson, in asking 
the 45-day minimum, asserted that 
because of uncertainty in air trans- 
portation ‘‘a longer time interval 
is desirable.”

Knox and Stimson declared 
“the policy of the Army and Navy 
is to assist and encourage service 
men to vote, so far as practicable 
and compatible with military oper- 
Nothing must interfere 
with the service’s primary obliga- 
tion to wage victorious war.” 


SERVICES’ LIMITATIONS 


They asserted that “the services 
are unable effectively to admin- 
ister diverse procedures of 48 
states.” The Army and Navy 
cannot, the statement said, fur- 
nish names, serial numbers or 
military addresses of voters: ap- 
point agents to handle voting at 
military or naval establishments, 
post voting instructions from indi- 
vidual states or distribute ballots 
by any means other than person- 
to-person mail, or administer any 
provisions conflicting with “the 
mechanical requirements of fed- 
eral law.” 

“The War and Navy Depart- 
ments do not advocate or oppose 
any particular voting legislation,”’ 
the statement said. “They will en- 
deavor to administer, subject to 
their primary obligation, whatever 
law may be in effect.”

U.S. Sub Pompano Lost; 
Operated Off Jap Coast 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5—(AP)—Loss of the submarine 
Pompano, which had operated in the immediate vicinity of 
the Japanese coastline, was announced by the Navy today. 


Following custom, the Navy did 
not disclose where the Pompano, 
a 1,330-ton submarine, made her 
last patrol. However, she had 
operated inf the Pacific and her 
skipper, Commander Willis M. 
Thomas, Vallejo, Cal.. was award- 
ed the Navy Cross and the Silver 
Star for daring exploits against 
the Japanese. 

He was listed as missing. 

The citation accompanying 
eward of the Navy Cross told of 
the Pompano carrying out “an ag- 
gressive and successful submarine 
war patrol in the immediate vicin- 
ity of enemy Japanese coastline.” 

The citation added that the sub- 


daa on that particular patrol 
sank one Japanese destroyer, a 
900-ton Japanese patrol vessel and 
6,900 tons of enemy merchant 
shipping. 

In a citation accompanying 
award of the Silver Star, his sub- 
marine was credited with inflict- 
ing severe damage on an aircraft 
carrier. 

The Pompano, commissioned in 
1937, carried a complement of ap- 
proximately 75 men. Built at the 
Mare Island, Cal., Navy Yard, she 
is the 17th submarine reported 
lost since thé war started and the 


138th war craft listed as lost.

Only 10 Deaths 


Are Attributed 
To Football 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., Jan. 5.—(#) 
There were only 10 deaths charged 
t> football in the United States 


‘in 1943, and not a single one of 
them was due to injuries suffered 
on college gridirons, Dr. Floyd R. 


Eastwood, Purdue University pro- 
fessor, reported today. 

Dr. Eastwood, who has comiled 
statistics on football fatalities for 
12 years, said nine of last season's 
deaths were reported by high 
schools and one by an athletic 
cluh team. It was the second 
time that no deaths had been 
charged directly vr indirectly to| 
the college ranks, and the first| 
time there were no fatalities in. 
the sandlot classification. | 

This year’s total was a 67.7 per. 
cent decrease from the 31 deaths 
in 1931, the year the survey start- 
ed, and demonstrated, Dr. East- 
wood said; that marked progress 
had been made in safeguarding 
the gridiron players. He pointed 
out that although football is 
classed as a hazardous sport, safe- 
ty statistics now show that it is 
not as dangerous as riding, driving 
or walking on streets or highways.

HOT ROLLS 

These may be made the day be- 
fore and reheated for breakfast. 
Scald 3-4 cup milk and pour it 
over 2 teaspoons sugar, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1 tablespoon margarine in a 
bowl. Let stand until lukewarm. 
Meanwhile crumble 1 yeast cake 
into 1-4 cup lukewarm water and 
stir until dissolved. When the 
scalded milk is barely warm, add 
the yeast and then stir in 2 cups 
sifted all-purpose flour. Beat until 
smooth and then gradually add 
about 2 cups more of flour, or 
enough to make a dough that can 
be turned out and kneaded. Be 
careful, however, not to have the 
dough too stiff. Knead for 5 min- 
utes on a lightly floured board 
and then replace the dough in the 
bowl, brush the top with a little 
salad oil, cover and let stand in a 
warm place for about 1 1-2 hours 
or until doubled in bulk. Turn 
out on the board again, knead just 
enough to shape it and then roll 
it in a long, narrow roll. Cut off 
pieces of the dough about an inch 
thick, shape into small round rolls 
and place close together in a 
greased baking pan. Brush the 
tops with melted butter and 
sprinkle with a little salt.

Uneasy Conscience 

While not yet officially admitted, it is 
generally believed the anonymous authority 
who stated the threatened railroad and steel 
strikes in this country had proven so valuable 
to Nazi propagandists that end of the war 
in Europe has thereby been delayed for 
months, involving unnecessary loss of many 
American lives, was General George C. Mar- 
shall, chief of staff. i 

If this is true, the statement gains force, 
because there is no man in America, not 
excepting President Roosevelt, who is better 
informed as to conditions inside Nazi Europe, 
as to the whole military strategy, than General 
Marshall. 

However, it is not really necessary to know 
the statement is backed by so unimpeach- 
able an authority to recognize its truth. 
In fact the logic is so plain no normally 
intelligent person, even superficially informed 
as to the war situation, can fail to realize that 
truth. 

So clear, in fact, is the truth of the argu- 
ment, that the protests voiced by various labor 
leaders assume the tone of protests not so 
much against the statement itself as against 
the uneasy prickings of their own consciences. 

A number of railroad workers have written 
letters which have been published in the “Pulse 
of the Public.” in The Constitution. Through 
many of them can be read such evidences 
of conscience impelling the writers to oOver- 
state whatever case they may believe they have. 

Railroad workers, as a whole, are among 
the best paid of workers. They have, for years, 
been the envied among groups of organized 
labor. True, the cost of living has advanced, 
evidence of a trend toward inflation whose 
causes can be directly traced to the influence 
of special groups, labor, capital and agricul- 
tural all included, which have wilfully sacri- 
ficed the general good for their own special 
privilége. Even so there are millions in this 
country today whose incomes have not in- 
creased, who struggle under the same advance 
in living costs but who would hold themselves 
but arrant traitors if they injured, by one iota, 
the war program for their own benefit. 

The truth is that the railroad men and the 
steel men, even though they did threaten 
strikes which would constitute severe defeats 
to ourselves and our allies, are too intelligent 
not to know that the charge they aided the 
enemy propaganda war is entirely correct. — 

And, being intelligent, it is the pain of 
conscience which today inspires their cries of 
alleged affront.

Other Counties, Too 

On Tuesday last Gilmer county received its 
government “A” award for outstanding agri- 
cultural production last year. Thus Gilmer 
joined Early county which held presentation 
exercises for a similar award on Monday. And, 
this week, three other Georgia counties will 
be similarly honored—Hall, Laurens and Sum- 
ter. 

The awards are given for exceptional pro- 
duction of foodstuffs and other agricultural 
products essential to the war program, They 
constitute a decoration for achievement which 
will always gleam brightly in the records of 
the five counties. 

The awards mean that the farmers of these 
counties, as a whole, have done their best at 
their posts of war duty, just as the soldier 
in combat who performs a deed which earns for 
him a war decoration, does his best. The “A” 
awards for agriculture are similar in purpose 
and in honor with the “E” awards which have 
been presented to war factories earning them 
by setting production records.

Looking to the Future 

Mayor Hartsfield, in his annual message to 
city council, sponsored a program that no man 
can fail to agree with most fully. That is a 
program of strictest municipal economy and 
conservatism so that the city may have on 
hand a substantial surplus fund to be used 
in postwar improvements when peace makes it 
possible to undertake such work. 

No experienced executive would dream of 
planning plant improvements or expansion 
without first making sure of financial arrange- 
ments to pay the bill. A city should operate 
with the same careful, businesslike precision 
that is an essential of all successful private 
enterprise. 

Last Sunday the people of Atlanta were 
thrilled and inspired when they saw pictured 
the plans, approved by city and county plan- 
ning commissions, for future improvements in 


Atlanta. The only qualification in the general 


enthusiasm over these plans was the spoken, 
or silent feeling by some that the cost of So 
ambitious an undertaking might be prohibitive. 

If, however, following the advice of Mayor 
Hartsfield, the city government succeeded in 
laying aside the sum of a million dollars, or 
more, before the return to peacetime conditions, 
the financing of the entire improvement proj- 
ect would be comparatively simple. In rough 
figures it is estimated the cost of the contem- 
plated developments would be about ten mil- 
lion dollars. Ifthe city had ten per cent of 
this cost ready, in cash, it would be compara- 
tively easy, with federal aid on the highway 
projects, with state and railroad aid on the 
plaza segment of the plan, to raise whatever 
more would be required by bond issue. 

There should be absolutely no difficulty in 
financing any such project, which would pa 
for itself through property enhancement, if 
ten per cent of the cost is ready and waiting to 
be used. 

Mayor Hartsfield points the way to the 
securing of that ten per cent. It is to be hoped 
that not only city council, but all other Atlan- 
tans, by groups or individuals, will aid in such 
exercise of municipal economy as will assure 
the rapid accumulation of the desired reserve 
fund.

Georgia Editors Say: 


ANOTHER KIND OF COMPLACENCY 
(From The Augusta Chronicle.) 

No doubt there were many Augustans who, 
when they made up their list of New Year’s reso- 
lutions, included one against complacency. 

It would run something like this: 

“I resolve during the coming year not to be 
complacent about the war, like I have been during 
the past year, because I realize that individual 
complacency will prolong the war, might even 
lose it.” 

We wonder how many of these Augustans, in 
promising themselves to turn over a new leaf, in- 
cluded in their resolutions about self-complacency 
a pledge to quit being complacent about their 
civic duties, about their local government, and 
about the selection of the public servants who 
represent them. 

In the end, it is probably just as hurtful to 
be apathetic, indifferent and inactive in one’s atti- 
tude toward government as i¢ is to be complacent 
toWard the prosecution of the war. 

It is possible, even probable, that the princi- 
ples for which we are waging this war can be 
upheld and preserved at a heavy cost in blood 
and treasure, and then subsequently lost through 
the inertia of the individual citizen and his in- 
difference toward his government and the men 
who serve him in public office.

ON PAYMENT OF DEBTS Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, 


in his famous poem, “The Vil- 
lage Blacksmith,” has some lines about like this, “He looks the 
whole world in the face, for he owes not any man.” Which, suc- 
cinctly and directly, demonstrates one great advantage enjoyed by 

the man free of debt. The one who doesn’t owe 
a penny, overdue, and whose financial obliga- 
tions can be met promptly as each monthly bill 
comes in. 

Let’s use another quotation before getting into 
the meat of our own contriving. Charles Dickens 
made one of his most famous characters, Micaw- 
ber, explain the difference between contentment 
and misery in words along this line: “Income, 
twenty shillings a week; outgo, nineteen shillings. 
Result, happiness. Income, twenty shillings a 
weék: outgo, twenty-one shillings. Result, misery.” 

Now, many a man cannot avoid getting into 
debt. He may have, for instance, family re 
sponsibilities that exceed, in financial demand, 
his income or resources at the moment. He may 
have to pay for an error in judgment, such as 
endorsing a note for a friend who turned out to 
be unreliable. There are hundreds of causes for 

debt which reflect no discredit upon the debtor. : 

In fact, if you think back a little to pre-wartimes, it used to 
be that everyone in business, it seemed like, was urging you to get 
into debt. By buying something, undoubtedly desirable and good 
value, on the installment plan. Pay for it monthly for so many 
months or years. And thus get well into debt for a long time to 
come. Put a substantial mortgage on your future. There’s no better 
way of keeping a man’s nose to the old grindstone than by fixing 
a bunch of monthly obligations that he is honor bound to meet. 


NO GREATER SATISFACTION However, we haven't yet 


arrived at the true subject 


for this column. That is not the getting into debt, but the getting 


out thereof. 
So, let’s get right down to the basic thought involved and state, 


here and now, without equivocation or condition, that there is no 
greater satisfaction to the spirit, no more complete happiness than 
that which comes when, at long last, you can write the final check 
on some long persistent account and add the notation, Paid in full. 
I tell you, it is a grand and a most glorious sensation. 

It may involve long and sacrificial effort. You may have to 
deny yourself, and your family, a lot of things you’d delight to buy. 
But all that denial is fully recompensed when you can total up your 
personal balance at the end of the month and say, “There, I don't 


owe anyone a nickel.” 


Here’s a suggestion: ? 
You have, let us say, arranged your affairs so that you can meet 


all essential expenses out of your income and still have a few dollars 
left over at the end of each month, dollars to be applied on some 
of those old debts that have been hanging over you for so long 
a time. : 

Arrange to take care of them all on monthly payments, if you 
can. And set up a balance sheet on your personal finances at the 
end of the current month. Total all your indebtedness and look 
well at those awesome figures. 

Then, each time you make payment on a debt, change the figure 
on your balance sheet to correspond. And when, for some good 
reason or other, you have to make a new debt, add that to the 
column. 

At the end of the next month balance again and note by how 
many dollars you have reduced the total on all your debts. And 
take pride and satisfaction in the shrinkage of obligation. 

Do this every month, keep all the monthly records so that you 
can see by how much you’ve reduced it each month—even how, on 
some months, the total has grown. Although the general trend is 
gratifyingly downward. 

Or you can fix up one of those graphs on engineer paper, with 
a black line showing the ups and downs of your indebtedness and 
its general progress toward the disappearing point, 

If you do this persistently, and unless unexpected obligations 
come along to set you ’way back again, the day is coming when, 
some month end, you'll find yourself without any debts to add up, 
at all, at all. 

And, man, that is when you'll experience one of the happiest 
moments of your life. You'll even wonder what you're going to 
do with your money with no debts to pay. That’s an easy problem. 
Buy war bonds. 

In these days when we must all join in the fight against in- 
flation and in the financing of the war, there is nothing the average 
man can do which helps more than by getting out of debt and then 
by laying aside as big a nestegg as he can in the form of war bonds. 

And, with the present demand for workers, most of us can, if 
we sincerely try, do these things. 

But the point to be remembered is, even if there is no other 
recompense you'll be fully repaid, for all your effort when, like 
Longfellow’s blacksmith, you can “look the whole world in the 
face,” for you “owe not any man.”

WASHINGTON PARADE

RESPONSIBLE SOURCE WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Some of 


the spokesmen for organized labor 
are expressing bitter resentment over the New Year’s Eve state 
ment issued by an unidentified “high personage” in Washington 
that the strikes and threats of strikes in the railroad and steel in- 
dustries may prolong the war for at least six 
months, at a cost of thousands of lives of Ameri- | 
can soldiers agd billions of dollars in added war 

expense. 

Naturally, labor cannot afford to have the 
stigma of that much blame attached to its record. 
Its leaders, consequently, have rushed jnto print 
with demands that the Truman Senate Investi- 
gating Committee determine the identity of the 
anonymous “high personage” in order that his 
purposes may. be revealed. 

These same leaders got a terrific jolt when 
they learned that the “high personage” was none 
other than General George C. Marshall, Army 
chief of staff, and as such our highest ranking 
military figure. 

For reasons of his own, General Marshall, in 
issuing the New Year's warning to labor, had 
preferred that his identity not be disclosed. The 

St. Petersburg, Fla., Times, and PM, the New York tabloid, have 
violated his request for anonymity, however, so there seems ne 
sound reason for further concealing the source of the statement. 

With, as it has been whispered in Washington newspaper circles 
from the start, General Marshall is the actual author of the state- 
ment, then the warning is entitled to far more consideration. It 
would be much more significant coming from the chief of staff, for 
example, than it would be from some known labor-baiting member 
of congress, of whom there are far too many. 


SHOULD REALIZE TRUTH Nothing could be more designed 
to bring obstructionist elements 
of labor, who are in a minority, to a proper realization of their 
responsibilities in connection with the war effort than a blunt, 
straightforward warning of the kind from the Army chief of staff. 
Instead of seeking to cast doubt on his purposes, labor would 
serve a far more patriotic need by heeding General Marshall’s 
words. Otherwise it may find itself set back tremendously in all 
of the great forward gains made by labor in recent yéars. 

If any criticism at all attaches to the Marshall statement it is 
on the score that he sought to define in terms of months the setback 
caused the war effort by the strikes and threats of strikes in the 
steel and railroad industries. It would have been enough to say 
that our victory over the Axis is being seriously delayed by such 
labor stoppages. 

Labor is seizing upon the statement that the war may be pro 
longed for six months by the strike developments. By claiming this 
IS a gross exaggeration, it is trying to cover up its own sins by deny- 
ing the truth of the basic charge. 

It does seem to be something of an overstatement to say that 
the strikes and threats of strikes in two of our most vital indus- 
tries, which have never really materialized in full force, have been 
enough to delay the war program for six months. 


NONE KNOWS BETTER But then who is in better position 
to judge the facts than General 
Marshall? 


| ! No one knows better than he what the real military 
Situation is, not only as regards our own plans and preparations, 
but as to the actual conditions inside Germany. 

What the chief of staff revealed, or tended to reveal, on the 
latter score was perhaps the most illuminating part of his purported 
statement. In a way, it constitutes one of the most optimistic re 
ports we have yet had on the war. 

Supplemented by other authentric information known to have 
been developed by ‘Allied intelligence sources, what he said, in 
effect, was this: That the Nazis have been crumbling to defeat so 
rapidly under the hammer blows of the Red army and the British- 
American air bombardment that they were expected to sue for peace 
before spring, perhaps as early as February. 


THOUSANDS IDLE We do know that unemployment is 

rising greatly in Germany. Thousands 
of workers have been bombed out of their places of work and others 
are staying away from their jobs. The bombing of key industrial 
plants has forced a marked decline in war production, estimates 
being that it has fallen off from 10 to 17 per cent in the past two 
months or more. 

German transport is badly dislocated, which accounts in a large 
measure for the heavy reverses in Russia. Inflation is said to be 
getting out of control all over Europe. Insurrection and panic 
threatens in the Nazi-occupid countries, with the Balkans ready to 
step out of the war. 

Ever since the downfall of Mussolini and the elimination of Italy 
from the war, the situation has been getting ripe for a collapse in 
Germany. Hitler has been compelled to take the strongest meas- 
ures to prevent such a possibility. The country is being systemati- 
cally blown up, city by city. Berlin, the capital, is now un- 
dergoing the final stages of demolition. A few more raids of the 
size of those conducted by the RAF since the beginning of the new 
year and it will be a deserted city of rubble, as Hamburg already is. 

No nation can stand that kind of punishment indefinitely. As 
one high British intelligence officer now in Washington has put it, 
the collapse could come tomorrow without occasioning the slightest 
surprise among informed Allied government heads. 

In the face of these conditions, Ameri-

can labor has given the hard-pressed 


Germans new hope by threats of strikes which have forced the 
United States government to take over operation of the railroads. 
Hitler may be able to keep his people going by pointing to the 
labor disturbances here as evidence that the United States is about 
to collapse internally. He can do that in a country having the close 
censorship that exists in Germany. 

That is what General Marshall was concerned about. If he sees 
the possibility of an early German collapse, it must be galling to 
him to have developments on the home front prolong the issue and

At any rate, that side of the 
problem was certainly not over- 
looked by the American President, 
the British Prime Minister and 
the military leaders around them. 

With all that, it is a fact that 
Prime Minister Churchill has al- 
ways been obsessed by the fixed 
idea that the British manpower 
must be spared as far as possible 
and that the method of achieving 
victory at the least cost in hu- 
man lives had to be given a trial 
before a more ruthless strategy 
was resorted to. 

More than once, Mr. Churchill 
was heard to declare that the 
French defeat of 
counted for to a great extent by 
the stupendous losses inflicted on 
the French army during the first 
World War: more than 1,300,000 
killed. Mr. Churchill does not 
want the British army of 1960 or 
1970 to be badly depleted of good 
officers because the type of fam- 
ily which traditionally breeds 
fighting men was wiped out in 
this war. 

DELUDED HIMSELF 

In that spirit he deluded him- 
self into thinking that offensive 
operations with limited aims 
might be found a substitute for 
the massive onslaughts on which 
Moscow has never ceased to insist 
since 1941. During last spring and 
summer he clung to the belief 
that Italy might be quickly knock- 
ed out of the war and, on the top 
of that achievement, a successful 
drive across the Balkan peninsula, 
coupled with the bombing of Ger- 
many from the air and with the 
steady advance of the Red army, 
would be enough to bring the Nazi 
empire to the breaking point. 

But the Italian campaign has 
not fulfilled all the expectations 
to which it had given rise. Reali- 
zation has come tbat in order to 
knock Italy out of the war the 
Germans had first to be knocked 
out of Italy, a much tougher prop- 
osition. 

What can be called the great 
phase of Churchillian strategy has 
come to an end in Teheran, which 
does not mean that the British 
premier was reluctant to indorse 
the more drastic scheme pro- 
pounded by his partners. 

Today, the prospects of a land- 
ing in the Balkans visibly recede 
in the distance unless the Turkish 
government should reach an 
agreement with Russia about Bal- 
kanic affairs and decide for ac- 
tion, a remote possibility. 


‘H angover’ Brief 
Despite Grand 


Spree by Crew 


U.S. FLYING FORTRESS BASE 
IN BRITAIN, : Jan. 5.—(#’)—The 
Flying Fortress “Hangover” flew 
its first—and last—mission Decem- 
ber 31 in the raid on Nazi air bases 
near Cognac, France, but the crew 
made it a grand New Year’s Eve 
spree by shooting down three Ger- 
man fighters and probably destroy- 
ing four others. 

“Hangover,” pocked with 142 
holes, wobbled home with all four 
engines damaged, the instruments 
shot up, and out of gas at the end 
of the journey. One gunner was 
wounded. 

When the No. 2 engine burst 
into flames Pilot Lieutenant John 
G. Jellison sent the bomber into 
a steep dive to. extinguish the 
flames and then ordered the crew 
to get ready to bail out. 

The flames died out and the 
pilot then ordered his crew to re- 
turn to stations. 

All the while the bomber was 
being attacked by a force of Ger- 
man fighters. Top Turret Gunner 
Sergeant Wayne H. Akers shot 
down one and then was knocked 
unconscious when a cannon shell 
hit his turret. 

Sergeant Clarence Peterson, ra- 
dio operator, and John E. Ware, 
gunner, each knocked down one 
fighter and scored one probable. 

Finally the crippled Fort was 
picked up by three Spitfires which 
escorted it back to a British air- 
port, where the big plane was con- 
signed to the salvage pile.

At first we misjudged them and 
put too heavy a load on them, In 
fact, We put on more than an 
American mule could carry over 
such a trail. We lashed on four 
cans of water and two cases of 
rations, making a load of around 
240 pounds. The mules just 
couldr't take it. They’d all be sick 
next day. So now we load them 
with only two cans of water and 
one of rations, cutting the weight 
to 120 pounds. 

They say the Italians are cruel 
to their mules on the trail but 


they’re not working. 

The Italian method of saying 
“giddap” to a mule is to go 
“brrrrrrr,” the way we do when 
we are cold. If you stand along 
the pack trail at night and listen 
to the skinners’ “brr-ing” their 
mules upward, it sounds as if the 
whole population is freezing to 
death, 

ROYAL PACK HORSES 

At first there were some white 
mules in the pack train, but they 
were too easy to see by moonlight, 
so we stopped using them. A few 
horses are used in some of the 
outfits, and several were discover- 


ed with the brand of the Italian 


royal family. 

When the mules arrived from 
Sardinia, the most pressing prob- 
lem was to get them shod. It took 
days to scoyr the country and 
dig up shoes for them. Then horse- 
shoe nails became the problem.

Horseshoe nails are so scarce|y when I 


and so precious in Italy that the 
nails had to be counted out to the 
civilian blacksmiths to keep them 
from stealing them. If a smith 
broke a nail, he had to bring the 
pieces back before he could get 
another one. 

Some of the pack trains are run 
exclusively by Americans. I’ve 
been told the Americans are bet- 
ter mule skinners than the Ital- 
ians, and I’ve also been told the 
opposite, so I don’t know which 
is right. But as one soldier said 
about the Americans: 

“Them old city boys hadn't 
never fooled around with mules 
before, so they didn’t do so good 
at first.” 

In emergencies, some _ pack 
trains were sent up the mountains 
in the daytime, but it was danger- 
ous business, for the Germans 
kept the trail pretty well plas- 
tered with shells. 

ITALIANS VANISH 

Luckily there have been no 
casualties on the trail in my out- 
fit, but seven Italian soldiers were 
wounded in the mule park in a 
dive-bombing. 

The Italians are very nervous 
about bombs and shells. Any night 
the shells start dropping too close 
to the mule park, the Italians dis- 
appear into their foxholes as if by 
magic, and you never can find 
them in the dark to rout them out 
again. 

The men have fared much bet- 
ter than the mules, for unfortu- 
nately a mule doesn’t know sbout 
foxholes. My outfit alone has lost 
50 mules to shellfire and bombing, 
and another 100 are sick from 
overwork and too much riding 
around in trucks. 

The Italian mule outfit is un- 
der two Italian lieutenants who 
wear plumed Tyrolean caps and 
look sort of romantic. Neither of 
them speaks English, but in the 
American Army you only have to 
yell twice to find a soldier who 
speaks Italian, so the little group 
has an interpreter.
